Refuses Request 
To Make Ruling

WASHINGTON, No v. 15 —(iP)__ 
The supreme court in effect up- 
held tod ay the action of con gress 
in kn ockin g out claims by work- 
prs for some $6,000,000 in back 
‘portal-to-portal” pay. 
The high cn urt refu.sed in an 
ord er to review a lower court 
d ecision that the law con gress 
passed in 1947 retroactively can ­ 
celled overtime pay claims mad e 
by a group of Marylan d workers. 
The refusal mean s the lower 
court d ecision stan d s. 
In an other major action , the 
high court lifted a lower court 
ord er ban n in g the Ford Motor 
compan y from own in g an auto­ 
mobile 
fin an cin g 
compan y, 
or 
from persuad in g its d ealers an d 
the public to use an y particular 
compan y. 
It was a 4*-3 d ecision . 
Justice 
Black, on e of those d isagreein g 
with it, said the d ecision mean s 
that hereafter d ealers an d auto 
buyers who use a fin an ce com- 
P^n y “can n ot d epen d on com­ 
petition 
to keep in terest rates 
at a fair level.” 
Refused Unio n Request 
In a third action , the court re­ 
fused a un ion request that it 
rule on whether the govern men t 
was within its rights when it got 
a court ord er last July again st 
a threaten ed n ation -wid e strike 
of railroad workers.

Yield Of 1,6 00 Bushels Corn On 16 Acres 


Investment Heavy 
In Fertilizer On 
Roy Petty Farm 


A 16 acre field produced more 
than 1,600 bushels of corn for Roy 
Petty this year. 
A part of the field was in tim­ 
othy and clover for the past 3 
years and a part of it had been in 
alfalfa and as the alfalfa went out 
blue grass came in. 
A soil test by the Co. Agricul­ 
tural Ex tension office indicated a 
need for nitrogen and phosphate 
for a 80 bushel corn crop. 
Although the recommendations 
called for a heavy investment in 
fertilizer, 
Mr. Petty 
decided to 
“give it a try.” 


Per acre he applied 34 pounds 
of nitrogen, 65 pounds of P205, 
and 2 pounds of potash. 
To get 
these ingredients he used three 
kinds of fertilizer ammonium sul­ 
phate 
(ammonium nitrate 
more 
commonly used), 45% phosphate 
and a starter fertilizer of 4-12-4 
applied with a wheat drill. 
The 
sulphate (150 lbs) and the 45% 
(150 lbs.) were plowed under. 
Intending to silo the corn plant­ 
ed May 20, he set his planter to 
drop a kernel at about 10 inch in­ 
tervals. 
The rows were 3 ^ feet 
apart. 
Decided Grain Harvest 
When the corn showed promise 
of an ex tremely high yield, he de­ 
cided to harvest the corn as grain 
rather than as silage. 
Many of the stalks had 2 ears 
each even when only 10 to 12 in-

ches between stalks. 
The high 
fertility of the land even with a 
thick stand of corn, put out a lot 
of corn per stalk. 
The actual production figure 
was not determined. He sold 1,540 
bushels of corn from the 16 acres. 
In addition to this a considerabla 
amount of corn was left by the 
corn pickers. 
On one small ex tra good area 
Mr. Petty harvested 48 pounds 
from 210 feet, which would figure 
133 bushels of corn figuring 75 
pounds to the bushel. 
It must not be assumed that al 
fields with an equal application o. 
fertilizer costing about $ 11.00 per 
acre would produce 100 bushels of 
corn even in a favorable year like 
1948. 
A field that had been in 
corn for the past 2 or 3 years with­ 
out manure or s *^eet clover turned 
under would have produced many

This Is Walnut 
Planting Week 


The week of November 14 has 
been designated as Plant Walnut 
Week, by the State wide Forestry 
Committee. The following infor­ 
mation by this committee as re­ 
ported by the Ex tension Service 
seems worth considering. 
Missouri leads all states in the 
production of black walnut tim­ 
ber. Upon this natural resource 
has been built an important in­ 
dustry. 
For many years black walnuts 
have been cut faster than they 
have been grown. 
The solution lies in an opera­ 
tion so simple that any citizen, 
even a child, can do it. Just plant 
the nuts. The nature of the black 
walnut tree is such that natural 
seedlings thrive better and grow 
faster 
than 
trees 
transplanted 
from nurseries. 
The nuts can be gathered now 
where fallen from the trees. The 
nuts 
may be 
planted in farm 
woodlots, along fence rows, road­ 
sides 
and 
lanes, 
around 
farm 
ponds, in parks and lawns along 
stream banks. The black walnut 
thrives best in mix ed stands with 
other trees. 
Planting 
is 
simple. 
In 
soft 
ground 
place 
the 
nut on 
the 
ground and press it into the soil 
with your heel. Kick a little dirt 
over the nut and firm with your 
boot. If the ground is hard, dig 
a little hole about tw^o inches deep, 
put the nut in the hole and cover 
it firm. 
If there is a heavy sod, strip 
the sod from an area about 15 
inches square with a hoe before 
planting the nut. 
Punch a hole, about an inch 
in diameter in the bottom of a 
can so the jagged edges stick out. 
Fill the can with soil with a nut 
in the middle. Plant the can with 
the open end down, the end with 
the hole up. The seedling will 
come up through the hole, the 
roots will go down, and in a year 
or so the can will rot away. 
In the above methods of plant­ 
ing, the outer hull of the black 
walnut doesn’t have to be remov­ 
ed. The nuts should not be dried 
before planting. 


Better Hens For 
Quality Eggs 


In their ex periments of the past 
eight years, poultry scientists of 
the U. S. Department of Agricul­ 
ture 
have definitely determined 
they can breed hens to lay high 
quality eggs—eggs that stay fresh 
longer and have fewer bloodspots 
than the usual run o feggs, says 
the county agent. 
Housewives long ago 
came to 
judge the freshness of eggs by the 
thickness of the white that makes 
the yokes stand up well when the 
egg is broken out in a dish. 
But 
some hens seem to lay more watery 
eggs to start with, eggs that don’t 
keep so well as those with more of 
the thick white. 
To determine whether this char­ 
acteristic of freshness was inherit­ 
ed, the department men selected 
and bred two lines of chickens, one 
for thick white and the other for 
hin. They now report they have 
developed these two lines, until 
he line selected for thick white 
this year laid eggs that had three 
imes as much thick white after 
wo weeks under the same severe 
beat conditions as the thin white 
ine. 
In much the same way, 
they 
h a ve developed two other lines of 
chickens to test inheritance of the 
endency to lay eggs with blood 
spots. Four-fifths of the eggs from 
the other line had spots—and most 
of those were too small to see.

Preventing calf losses is impor­ 
tant to dairymen who are building 
up their herds 
by selection and 
breeding. A good sanitation pro­ 
gram has proved a key factor in 
avoiding calf ailments. 
Calves need a clean start. So at 
calving time, put the cow in a dis­ 
infected maternity pen with fresh 
clean bedding changed evaiy day. 
Then when the calf is born, wipe 
it dry and use tincture of iodine 
on the navel. 
Before the calf nurses the first 
time, the cow’s udder and hind­ 
quarters need to be washed with 
soap and water and wiped dry. 
Then dip a cloth in chlorine solu­ 
tion and go over the udder. 
Calves need the colostrum 
or 
;irst milk. 
It contains antibodies 
which give the calf immunity 
against disease. 
Also it has from 
30 to 100 times more vitamin A 
;han normal milk. 
No one thing 
is so important as the calf gelling 
his first milk. 
Proper milk feeding methods 
will help avoid overfeeding and 
prevent common scours. If white 
scours are prevalent, get the calf 
clean quarter.« the moment it is 
3orn. A far better plan is to have 
the cow calve 
in a barn 
where 
there have been no w'hite scours. 
During the summer a small separ­ 
ate pasture is an ex cellent place. 
Medicine will very seldom cure 
white scours and if the calf does 
survive its development will be 
greatly retarded. 
Drafty, damp pens lead to pneu­ 
monia, so the calf needs a well 
bedded, tight pen. Dry cold does 
not seem to hu rt'a calf. 
Sick calves always need to be is­ 
olated from the calf herd prompt­ 
ly. Even common scours may be 
the forerunner of something worse.

Trees To Plant 
Be Available 


As in past years the Forestry 
Division of the Missouri Conserva­ 
tion Commission 
has forest tree 
seedlings available for the nex t 
year’s planting season. Application 
for trees and plants are to be made 
through the local county ex tension 
office in Sedalia before February 
15, 1949. 
Plantings which are available for 
nex t spring are shortleaf pine, jack 
or Virginia pine, red cedar, black 
locust, black walnut, catalpa, green 
ash, Osage orange, stratified wal­ 
nut seeds, multiflora rose, wildlife 
bundle and quail food and cover 
plot bundles. 
Trees which are supplied by the 
Conservation Commission are to be 
used for improvement of a wood- 
lot, a farm windbreak, erosion con­ 
trol, or for planting a wildlife or 
farm 
pond area. 
Pettis 
county 
farmers have in past years been 
taking advantage of he opportun­ 
ity provided by the Conversation 
Commission to get trees for these 
purposes. Tree plantings are mo t 
important since forests have not 
been properly managed and few 
new areas have been planted. 
While it does take several years 
for trees to come into production, 
a small area planted each year 
will, within a few years, provide a 
farmer with posts, wood for home 
use, lumber or other return. 
The 
multiflora rose which is available 
this year has proven successful as 
a fence on grass waterway berms, 
around farm ponds or around field 
borders.
